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ATTORNEY'S FEE QUESTIONED BY COUNCILMAN 


New Brockton's Rescue Squad 
ceases cperation on Feb. Ist

Monday evening, the New Brock- 
ton's City Council was in formed by 
Councilman Laymon Tindol that the 
rescue squad, as of February 1, had 
ceased operation, 

Tindol staied that it was a hard 
decision to make, but it was one that 
had to be made. 

According to Tindol, the squad 
has fallen below AARS (Alabama 
Association of Rescue Squad) mini- 
mum standards of operation. 

The squad has been operating ina 
“below standard mode” for the past 
several months and it was decided to 
cease operation before being told to 
do so or before losing its AARS 
sanction. 

The lack of “people power” was 
the major problem facing the squad 
according to Tindol. 

“We need a minimum of ten li- 
censed squad members, EMT's 
(Emergency Medical Technicians), 
to make the squad fully operational,” 
said Tindol. 

He said the squad had gotten 
down to only four or five EMT's 
willing to give the necessary time 
and that just wasn't enough to remain 
operational. 

“Financially and equipmentwise 
the squad is in great shape,” said 
Tindol. "Our ambulance is paid for, 
we have money with which to oper- 
ate, and we have plenty of equip- 
ment - we just don't have the peo- 
ple,” he continued. 

Tindol told the councilmen that 
the Elba and Enterprise Rescue 
Squads have agreed to support them 
as much as possible in responding to 
calls in the New Brockton area, but 
response time would be slower than 
it would be if there was a local squad 
operating. 

State EMS (Emergency Medical 
Services) has told the New Brockton 
Squad officials that they will work 
with them in assisting them in once 
again establishing the local squad: 

The squad has several pieces of 
equipment on loan to them from 
EMS and they have been told to re- 
tain the equipment in hopes that they 
will soon be back in operation. 

Tindol told the councilmen the: 
the squad's equipment will continue 
to be maintained by the remaining 
squad members. The squad has one 
fully equipped emergency response 
vehicle (ambulance). 


“T hope that with the squad's ceas 
ing to operate, people will realize 
just how important it is to the com- 
munity and that volunteers will 
come forward,” stated Tindol. 

“According to the (state) records, 
there are fourteen (14) EMT's with 
New Brockton addresses} we need 
them ALL to step forward,” Tindol 
commented, 

A few months ago, the city coun- 
cil agreed to pay tuition for any indi- 
vidual wishing to take and complete 
the required training for becoming a 
licensed EMT. The only stiulation 
was that the individual would com- 
mit to two (2) years of service to the 
New Brockton Rescue Squad, There 
was no response. 

New Brockton's rescue squad was 
organized in the lateral part of 1979. 

In other matters, the city council- 
men were reminded that the next 
regular meeting would be held on 
Tuesday, February 19 instead of 
Monday, February 18. Monday will 
be a holiday, President's Day. 

Mayor Pro Tem Bud Goodson, 
who presided over the meeting in the 
absence of Mayor Jim Driskell, 
asked for a vote in approving the 
city's bills totaling $2,353.97 and a 
discussion ensued. 

Councilman Charles Cole ques- 
tioned a bill for $390.45 received 
from Cassady Fuller & Marsh Attor- 
neys. 

A lett#r which accompanied the 
bill, stated that “these charges had 
been overlooked when preparing the 
final request for payment for servic- 
es rendered.” Kenneth Fuller, who is 
an attorney with the law firm, had 
served as the city's attomey prior to 
resigning several months ago. 

The charges were for court ap- 


pearances in the Truitt & Foster trial 
on February 14, 1990 and court ap 
pearance in appeal cases for Truitt & 
Foster on April 16, 1990. 

“T just want the record to show,” 
said Cole, “ that I'm not in favor of 
paying this bill!” 

Councilmen Bud Goodson, Lay- 
mon Tindol, and Ralph Medley vot 
ed to pay the bills, Councilmat 
Charles Cole voted against paying 
the bills because the attorneys’ bill 
was included in the payment, and 
Councilman Ladon Smith abstain 
since he was not a member of the 
council atthe time the bill was in- 
curred, 

After approving the use of the 
city's ballpark by the high school's 
girls’ softball team (daytime use with 
a schedule furnished to the city), the 
council adjourned!

Also, the state was re- 
portedly having difficulty in locating 
two witnesses. 

Mrs. Tucker was originally tried 
in 1982, found guilty - sentenced to 
life in prison. She was granted a new 
trial in 1984 - it ended in a mistrial.

Marijuana was located in each of 
the state's 67: counties from carly 
spring through December. There 
were 66 persons arrested-in connec-

We continue to read horror stories of telephone bills in the multi 

thousands of dollars because of children calling those much advertised 
“900” numbers. We suggest that anyone with a child around (maybe even 
those without children also) ask the telephone company to “block out” the 
ability to make those “900” calls, A person can easily run up a bill of sev 

eral thousand dollars in a month, We recently read of a case of a 15 year 
old using over $40 thousand of calls to one “900" number in a single 
month and before his parents became aware of what was happening! 


We need your help. People continue to ask us for the mailing addresses of 
area service people serving in the Middle East war. If you will get us those 
addresses, we will be happy to pass them on to their friends and other in 
terested local citizens who might wish to write an encouraging letter. 


Chere is a proposal being batted around to pass a law increasing the mili 
lary leave time (with pay) in all state, county and municipal jobs for na 
tional guard and reserve troops. We can take cither side of that argument 
Right now we would readily agree to helping those called to defend our 
country in the Middle East. The present law allows them 21 days of mili 
tary leave without any loss of pay while on the government payroll. There 
are already cases of this potential time off added to regular leave time and 
sick leave resulting in someone else being hired to fill a job opening. We 
suggest any law being passed be designed to cover those in the present 
Middle East war only and not a permanent fixture that cost a lot more 
money and further interferes with work schedules and causes unspoken 
barriers to securing jobs. 


Our comments last week critical of the news media covering the war was 
in line with the majority of Americans. Recent polls show most Americans 
think the military should take a hard line toward some of the hardheaded 
(stupid) reporters. The public also seems to agree with this country boy 
that giving a platform to that nut in Iraq is not exactly to the liking of U. S. 
citizens, We watched a talk show during the weekend in which news re- 
porters were defending themselves. When one would talk about restric- 
ions interfering with their job, etc., we found ourself talking back to the 
tube and asking them just who defined their job as having priority over 
everything else.

SECTION 1. An ordinance pertaining 
to the keeping or storage of non-operating 
vehicles on private property within the city 
limits or police jurisdiction of Elba, AL 

Definitions. As used in this ordinance 
the following definitions shall apply: 

_ Property: Any real property within the 
City or its police jurisdiction which is not a 
street or highway 

Vehicle: A machine propelled by pow- 
er other than human power designed to 
travel along the ground by the use of 
wheels, treads, runners, or slides and 
transports persons or property or pull ma- 
chinery and shall include without limitation 
automobile, truck, trailer, motorcycle, trac- 
tor, buggy and wagon. 

SECTION 2. Non-operating vehicles 
on private property. No person in charge 
or control of any property whether as 
owner, tenant, occupant, lessee, or other 
wise shall allow any partially dismantied, 
Non-operating, wreckad, junked, or dis-

FERTILIZING 
WINTER WHEAT AND OATS 

Our winter wheat and oats look 
good this year, February 1-15 is the 
appropriate time to spring fertilize 
this crop in Coffee County. 

As a general rule of thumb, these 
green crops need 60-80 units of Ni- 
trogen at this growth stage. Research 
has shown that there is no advantage 
to split applications in the spring in 
this area. You will also want to add 
20 units of sulfur in the sulfate form. 
Last year we saw a lot of sulfur defi- 
ciencies in our small grains late in 
the spring. So especially on your 
sandy soils, you need to add 20 units 
of sulfur. Considering all of the rain 
we have had, the sulfur will leach 
through the sand but will attach itself 
to the clay layer. 

I have not seen too much of a 
problem with the Hessian fly, but no 
one knows for sure how great a pres- 
sure they may present later this 
spring.

AGRICULTURAL INPUTS 

There is great uncertainty in the 
economy today. Fluctuating oil pric- 
es, a troubled real estate sector, a 
growing government deficit, and the 
war in the Middle East are all con- 
tributing to public unease and the 
possibility of recession. Given this 
situation, the outlook is for limited 
growth in the farm economy but re- 
sulting in slightly lower net farm in- 
comes in 1991, 

Cash receipts for crops are ex- 
pected to increase in 1991, while 
Steady livestock receipts are antici- 
pated, Reduced deficit Government 
payments and higher production ex- 
penses will overshadow the rise in 
cash receipts, resulting in net cash 
income below the record 1990 level. 
Net farm income is expected to de- 
cline.

Agricultural inputs is a diverse 
topic encompassing land, seeds, fer- 
tilizers, pesticides, farm machinery, 
repairs, feeds, labor, employment 
taxes, credit, livestock, animal health 
products, energy, water, farm struc 
tures, trucks, and a host of other 
goods and services purchased by 
farmers, 

The outlook for farm inputs con- 
sumption and expenditure in 1991 
will be heavily influenced by the re- 
cent rise in energy prices and expect- 
ed increase in row crop acreage. 
U.S. farmers are expected to spend 
between $127 and $133 billion in 
1991 for agricultural inputs, repre- 
senting a 3-6 percent increase from 
the estimated 1991 level. Even if 
1991 planted acreage remains near 
1990 levels, higher manufactured in- 
put prices will push aggregate input 
expenses above 1990 levels. Much 
of the farm expenditure increase in 
1991 is related directly or indirectly 
to the rise in energy prices through- 
out the country. 

Petroleum prices dropped almost 
continuously between 1982 and 
1986. Since 1986, crude oil prices 
were relatively stable through mid- 
1990, If the world price of crude oil 
averages $30 per barrel in 1991 
compared with earlier expectations 
of $21, then farm energy expenses 
will likely rise by 10 to 15 percent. 

Higher prices for most purchased 
inputs will require application of ef- 
fective cost contro] measures.

SHIPMENTS 
TO SAUDI ARABIA 

Kenneth Hall, National Program 
Leader, Food Science, Washington, 
D.C., has asked the Extension Ser- 
vice to please disseminate the fol- 
lowing information to the public: 

Mail to Armed Forces in Saudi 
Arabia should be restricted to only 
letters and audio/video cassettes. 
Shipment of food of any form should 
be suspended, This is a voluntary re- 
striction of shipments to Saudi Ara- 
bia. 

All packages entering Saudi Ara- 
bia are being monitored, and the 
monitoring is delaying shipments 10 
days to 2 weeks. If you add that de- 
lay to the already 14 to 30 day tran- 
sient time, i could take six weeks 
for packages to reach their destina- 
tion. At this time we encourage you 
not to send anything other than let- 
ters and tapes. 

As you know, damage in ship- 
ment and monitoring can affect food 
safety of products, and at this time 
we are being assured that our men 
have ample food -- perhaps not what 
they most desire but certainly nour- 
ishing food. 

At this time, there is no formal 
post office restriction for packages. 
However, we encourage you to sup- 
port this effort by spreading this 
message to families and friends of 
our service people in Saudi Arabia.

The Pea River Historical & Gene- 
alogical Society of Coffee County, 
in a meeting last week, voted to ac- 
cept the county commission's offer 
of the old jail facility in Elba. Com 
missioner Robert Stephens had pro 
posed to the commission that the of 
fer be made. 

Judge Marion Brunson, who is 
serving as president of the organiza 
tion this year, said that “The organi 
zation is very much interested in re 
sioring the old jail facility as a 
historical attraction in Colfee 
County.” 

“It certainly has possibilities,” the 
judge continued, “The old jail build 
ing could be restored to serve as a 
welcoming center for oOut-ol-town 
and out-of-state visitors to Coffee 
County.” : 

“Also,” he continued, “it could 
house a gift shoppe, a muscum and 
maybe even a reading room.” 

The judge also stated that it 
would also be appropriate to restore 
one or more of the jail cells for visi 
tors to see. They could see how pris 
oners were housed in the “old days.” 

“Manpower to slalf and operate 
the facility would have to be sup 
plied by volunteers from the local 
(Elba) area,” said Brunson 

"The Society has three such facil 
ities in the Enterprise area and they 
are manned by our ‘Senior Citizens 


who are retired’ and it works real 
well,” said Judge Brunson, 

“The decision as to whether or 
not the Historical Society accepts the 
facility,” ‘said Brunson, “will depend 
on whether or not sufficient staffing 
personnel can be obtained.” 

A decision will have to be made 
on go or no go by the end of Febru- 
ary.

Pool trimmed $230,460 from his 
1991 estimated expenditures with 
the bulk being taken from SCS (Soil 
‘Conservation Service) Projects 
($106,820 to $76,395) and debt re- 
tirement ($879,363 to $528,609). 

The amount budgeted for con- 
struction equipment repair was 
upped by $40,000 and an adjustment 
of an additional $10,700 for new 
equipment purchases was made. 

Commissioners approved the re- 
vised budget as. proposed by Pool. 

Prior to adjournment, the com- 
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mission voted to except J. Kinson 
Cook Construction Company's bid 
of $578,000 for the construction of 
the new Department of Human Re- 
sources building. This is the same 
company presently building the new 
county jail in New Brockton. They 
are based in Tallahassee, Florida. 

The new facility is to be built on 
land adjoining the new Coffee 
County Health Department building 
located on Hwy. 167 just north of 
Enterprise. 

Late last year, there was some de- 
lay in getting all the Icgalitics 
squared away, clearing the way for 
the construction of the new DHR fa- 
cility and it had to be re-bid. In the 
end, this resulted in a $17,000 cost 
savings in the proposed construction. 
The previous bid was for $595,000.

***Set millage rate for Advalorem 
Taxes to be as*follows: 7 mills for 
General Fund, 3.5 mills for Road &

***A fuel report for the month of 
January from the county's highway 
department revealed that the county 
vehicles burned 11,442 gallons of 
diesel, 3,359 gallons of gasoline, 
consumed 322 quarts of oil, 79 
quarts of transmission fluid, 228 
quarts of hydraulic fluid, and 60 
tubes of grease.
